President

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—(UP) 
President Truman obtained a one 
week postponement of a sched- 
uled nationwide steel strike Sat- 
urday night and predicted the dis- 
pute would be settled without a 
walkout, 

The President’s intervention ° 

averted, at least for the time be- 
ing, a strike of 700,000 United 
Steel workers (CIO) which had 
been _ scheduled for midnight 
Sunday. 
_ He had summoned the contend- 
ing parties to the White House in 
an llth-hour attempt to seek a 
settlement which, administration 
leaders hoped, might provide the 
key to settlement of half a dozen 
other major industrial disputes 
threatening to paralyze the na- 
tion’s basic industries. 

CIO President Philip Murray, 
head of the steel workers’ union, 
agreed to the seven-day strike 
postponement after a four-hour 
conference with Benjamin Fair 
less, president of the U. S. Steel 
Corporation, and top government 
oe 

urray sent telegrams to all 
SWU locals notifying them of the 
postponement. He told them that 
their “careful compliance with 


this decision will add to the 


strength of our union and assure 
the successful attainment of our 
wage objectives.” 

FAIRLESS ASKS TIME 

Mr. Truman announced that 
Fairless made an offer for settle 
ment of the wage dispute and that 
Murray offered a counterproposal, 
“Mr. Fairless asked for more 
time to present the proposition of 
Mr. Murray to the steel compa- 
nies,” Mr. Truman said. 

“At the request of the President, 
Mr. Murray agreed to postpone 
calling of the strike for one week, 
during which time collective bar- 
gaining will proceed under the 
auspices of the President. 

“It is my belief that an agree 
ment will be reached.”

A full-size reproduction of the 
Parthenon, as it was in the days 
of the full glory of ancient Greece, 
to be the centerpiece of a com- 
munity recreation center.

house and I will watch you labor on your masterpiece.” I knew 
that Mr. Shute would not resent this suggestion, for he is not a 
temperamental man. Though the head of High Museum, he has 
labored for years to bring art out of the museums and into the 
hearts and homes of the people. He thinks that the closer the 
public is to the artist, and the artist to the people, the better off 
everybody is in the long run. 

“Splendid,” said Mr. Shute. “You not only must come along 
to my house and watch me paint, you must make helpful sugges- 
tions. The artist can get a fresh viewpoint of his own work through 
the eyes of the layman. In my study of the history of art I found 
out that the greatest artists lived and thrived in an age when the 
artist was one of the people, like the cabinet maker or the shoe 
repair man. When Rembrandt was painting, the people would 
come to his studio and peer over his shoulder and breathe down 
his neck and advise and counsel him. Sometimes they would get 
into great arguments among themselves, and throw things at each 
other. But the painter did not mind. An artist is just like a steam- 
Shovel operator excavating for a cellar. He works best when he 
has an appreciative audience. And when the picture was finished, 
the people would take the artist on their shoulders and ride him 
in triumph through the city. Though,” said Mr. Shute reflectively, 
“I don’t know whether I would care particularly for that part of 
it or not. Some disgruntled critic might bring along a rail .. .” 


Quite a Painting 

So we went over to Mr. Shute’s house to see his masterpiece. 
It was quite*a painting, being about four feet high and five feet 
long, and I see right now if he ever hangs it at my house we will 
have to move some of the furniture around. In the background was 
a figure of Moses holding the tablets of stone, the model for which 
was one of those tiny yet monumental figures which Mr. Judy 
Harris, the sculptor, gives to his artist friends as Christmas presents. 
In the left foreground was a crockery jug of some sort, which had 
been broken and the fragments were scattered about. In the right 
foreground was a big earthenware crock, turned over, from which 
red and yellow apples were spilled out. In the center, in outline 
only, was where the green pepper was to go. Mr. Shute removed 
the old pepper that turned red, placed the cool, bright green »ne in 
its place, and began to paint with great fervor. I gazed at the 
painting with interest, turning my head this way and that, and 
squinting through half-shut eyes professionally. Finally I thought 
I was ready with a suggestion, like one of Rembrandt’s old friends. 

“That big jug,” I said, “where it is turned over and the apples 
spilled out makes the inside of the jug just a big dark spot. Don’t 
you think that you should put something inside that jug?” 

“What?” said Mr. Shute, somewhat gruffly, I thought. 

“I was thinking maybe a kitten. I think a kitten would be 
nice. A little yellow kitten with green eyes crouched back in that 
jug, peering out. Then people would look at the picture and know 

immediately what happened. They would say, ‘Oh, look at, the 
kitten. He was playing around and turned over that other jug 
and broke it, and spilled all the apples out of the big jug, and now 
he is afraid somebody is going to come and give him a whacking 
ie it”

Last will be the visit of the en 
tire group to the original cabin, 
which marks the humble birth- 
place of the great schools. This 
little cabin stands in the grove on 
the Berry estate, keeping watch 
over the broad 90,000-acre campus 
which is just across the road and 
known as the world’s largest 
school campus. 

One needs only to pause at the 
doorway of this simple cabin, see 
the original home-made chairs, 
the old melodion, which Martha 
Berry played for the children to 
sing—in that little Sunday school 
less than a half century ago—to 
be convinced of the miraculous 
srowth of the Berry Schools and 
College, with the broad gates of 
opportunity which have opened to 
15,000 young men and women in 
the past 44 years. From the door- 
way of the cabin one looks across 
the road to verdant lawns, state- 
lv, permanent structures, with 
white pillars and dreaming spires, 
and suddenly finds himself aston- 
ished at the faith, courage, work, 
vision and love which character- 
ized the life of the woman who 
opened the door of her cabin 
school to five mountain boys 44 
vears ago on Jan. 13, and who 
built the Berry Schools as her la- 
bor of love for her country.

The Jekyll Island clubhouse is} 
a large rambling structure with 
many spires. It sits picturesquely 
in a grove of live oaks heavily 
festooned with Spanish moss.

The island is dense with sub- 
tropical growth and with imported 
and selected plants. It abounds in 
deer (there were 350 at the last 
counting) and with wild hogs. 
Shooting the wild hogs is an island 
rivalling horseback riding, 
big game fishing and golf. 

ISLE SELF-SUSTAINING 

During the season, the island is 
entirely self-sustaining. Food and 
every necessity is well stocked be- 
fore the millionaires and their 
guests move in, and the island 
maintains its own hospital, barber 
shops, telegraph offices, post of- 
fice and laundry. It even has its 
own police force, whose duty is to 
look after the children of the 
guests. 

The children are allowed to do 
whatever they please. If they 
smash a window or break through 


'a hedge, the police are warned not 


to scold them or to reprimand 
them in any way, but to take the 
violator’s name and report it to 
the office. The child’s family is 


‘then charged with the damage. 


Gen. James Oglethorpe estab- 
lished the first white settlement 
on Jekyll Island as an asylum 
for unfortunate Envlishmen im- 
prisoned for debt. He named it 


‘in honor of the Right Honorable 


Sir Joseph Jekvll, master of rolls 
and one of his majestv’s most 
honorable privy council. King 
George III later granted the island 
to Clement Martin. who sold it in 
1784 to four brothers of a gentle- 
manly French family, the du Big- 
nons, 

The island finallv came into the 
sole possession of Le Sieur Chris- 
tonher Poulain de la Housaye du 
Bignon. one of four brothers, and 
it was he who sold it to the group 
of millionaires who formed the 
Jekvll Island Club. The island is 
worth millions today. but in 1886 
the millionaires purchased it for 
a mere $125,000.

50,000 Idle in Georgia 


Despite Demand for Labor 


By MARJORY SMITH 
Georgia's jobless—now numbering approximately 50,000 men. and 
women, many of them facing exhausted unemployment compensation 
claims—constitute a growing economic and social problem for the 


siate. 


That statement comes from Thomas H. Quigley, United States 
- Employment Service state director, who yesterday called on em- 
ployers and jobseekers in this area to unite against their common 


dilemma. 

There are currently twice as 
many workers registered with the 
USES office here as available jobs 
listed. Since the first Bell bomb- 
er plant layoffs, the state has paid 
out $3,715,520 in unemployment 
compensation. Yet many employ- 
ers find it impossible to fill long- 
standing vacancies, and in seven 
Georgia towns—Americus, Colum- 
bus, LaGrange, Newton, Rome, 
Thomaston and Fitzgerald—the la- 
bor situation is still reported 
“tight.” 

Quigley thinks Georgia’s para- 
doxical employment picture can 
be changed by co-operation of em- 
ployers and potential employes. 
QUIGLEY’S ADVICE 


“In England organizations sim- 
ilar to our USES are called ‘em- 
ployment exchanges,’” the state 
director points out. “That name 
is symbolic. If we can match up 
the more than 19,000 jobs now 
open in Georgia with that num- 
ber from the 50,000 jobseekers reg- 
istered with the USES, part of our 
employment problem _ will be 
solved.”

workers are finding it hard to re- 
alize that they cannot expect large 
salaries for wartime skills no long- 
er in demand. 


“If employers will register ALL 
available jobs with USES, we can 
overcome much lost motion and 
give both employers and jobseek- 
ers a wider field of choice,” Quig- 
ley declares. “Unskilled workers 
must co-operate by ceasing to be 
reluctant to return to the type of 
work they did before the war be- 
cause of the wage differential.” 


Need of immediate co-operation 
is stressed by USES officials, who 
point out that state unemployment 
has increased by approximately 
23,000 persons during the past 
two months. An estimated 80,000 
Georgians were “laid off” follow- 
ing the end of World War II. In 
addition to the 50,000 registered 
with USES, there are at least 10,- 
000 ex-federal workers who cannot 
file unemployment compensation 
claims, and another estimated 20,- 
000 workers who either found new 
jobs immediately or are not seek- 


ing postwar employment.

Assets of The Atlanta Founda- 
tion, a philanthropic organization, 
have grown from an original 
$8,500 donated in 1921 to $190,109, 
it is disclosed in the annual re- 


port of the committee of manage- 
ment. 


A major activity of the founda- 
tion is making education loans 
and the report shows $16,556 has 
been devoted to such self-help 
loans and that $14,238 has already 
been repaid. 

The foundation accepts bequests 
or donations which it will admin- 
ister for the good of Fulton and 
DeKalb counties generally or for 
any particular purpose or charity 
specified by the benefactor. The 
report cites the Charles I. Bran- 
an Trust, the income of which 
goes to the Scottish Rite hospital. 
This fund holds stocks with a book 
value of $39,000 but with a mar- 
ket value of $156,050, the report 
reveals. 

The foundation began operating 
with donations from James W. 
English, David Woodward, John 
K, Ottley, J. C. Schoen and a sub- 
sequent donation by Lee Ashcraft. 
They believed it desirable to pro- 
vide an administrative repository 
for people of moderate wealth who 
would not be in a position to en- 
dow an institution or charitable 
undertaking alone, but who 
wished to devote part of their es- 
tates to such purposes under com- 
petent management. 

The committee of management 
is composed of Thomas H. Daniel 
and Lee Ashcraft, appointed by 
the board of directors of the First 
National Bank, Thomas C. Law, 
appointed by the judge of the U. S. 
district court for the northern dis- 
trict, Rabbi David Marx, appoint- 
ed by the ordinary of Fulton coun- 
ty, and Mrs. Murdock Equen, ap- 
pointed by the mayor. 

The system of appointments 
and administration was estab- 
lished in a resolution of the old 
Fourth National Bank, now the 
First National Bank, which creat- 
ed the foundation in 1921.

Budget Ready 
For Council 


Municipal expenditures were 
set at $13,115,333 for 1946 in a 
budget prepared by city council’s | 
finance committee for submission | 
to council at its meeting Jan. 21. | 

The new sheet provides for all | 
essential services, and a $270,000 | 
equipment account from which 
various departments will replen- 
ish their war-worn units, but fails 
to meet demands made by various 
individuals and organizations for 
Salary increases. 

Notable among the items not 
provided was a request that city 
firemen be placed on an eight- 
hour-a-day basis instead of the | 
present two-platoon system at a. 
cost of $366,000 a year. Sen. G. 
Everett Millican, of the 52nd Geor- 
gia (Fulton county) district, visit- 
ed the committee room to inform 
committee members that members | 
of the Fulton delegation in the as- 
sembly have refused to accede to 
demands of firemen that the short 
work day be made mandatory by 
passage of a state law. 


Purchase of 35 acres of land ad- 
jacent to the municipal airport at 
$12,000 cost; $60,000 worth of 
equipment for the construction 4e- 
partment; $9,256 in equipment for 
the health division; $32,917 for 
purchase of 32 motorcycles, auto- 
mobiles and other units for the 
police department; $72,300 mainly | 
for new trucks for the sanitary | 
department; $28,000 for water-. 
works equipment, and $38,000 for 
a new 85-foot aerial ladder and a 
1,000-gallon pumper for the fire | 
department constituted the major | 
equipment items. 

Salaries of four city department | 
heads—Fire Chief C. C. Styron, 
Police Chief Hornsby, Dr. James 
F. Hackney, director of the city 
health department, and Joe L. 
Richardson, city clerk—were 
hiked in the recommendations. | 
Styron and Hornsby’s salaries 
were set at $6,000 by act of the 
Georgia legislature, and the com- 
mittee recommended that existing 
salaries of $5,000 annually be 
hiked to conform with the state 
law. Dr. Hackney was raised 
from $5,000 to $6,000 a year and 
Richardson was raised from $4,400 
to $5,000 a year.

Weve Left | 
Too Much Outside Us 


As a nation we were conditioned by our pio 
neers. 
They are the basis of our national culture, 
our legends and our songs. 

As a people we always have looked westward to an expanding 
frontier. There are families yet in our mountain reaches and in 
our rural flatlands where the coonskin cap and the percussion cap 
rifle do not seem strange or unusual to be in use. 

The machines came a long time ago. They whir beside us. 
They are in our kitchens, in our mills, factories and garages. We 
accepted the machine and the product of the machine, but we did 
not take it into our minds. It was a mechanical horse that came 
along and we rode it. 

Planes that fly 500 miles an hour in an experimental stage will 
further shrink the oceans. The machines will have buttons to be 
touched and terrific explosives will be sent tearing on their way, 
seeing with their mechanical eyes, aiming themselves with invisible 
but powerful beams and propulsions of dots and dashes. 

All this is something that seems outside us, and far away. It is 
done by vague persons called scientists whose slightly smudged 
faces peer at us from our newspapers; who speak now and then on 
the radio; who give off long, and usually incomprehensible, state- 
ments to newspapers; who write heavy articles for magazines. “It 
has nothing to do with us. So let’s go to the movies... let’s put 


on the latest records. ... 

Even our labor troubles are not the old-fash- 
Labor Troubles ioned ones. They are more complex and more 
infuriating because they are complex. 

They get into the field of public utilities, which are regulated 
by government. It is not right, the citizen feels, to close off a man’s 
telephone or make it impossible for him to cook his food or play 
his radio. 

It isn’t right, really, but the answer lies within the citizen him- 
self. This, too, has been something that was outside him. He hears 
the statements by management and labor and he is bewildered. 
He does not understand the issues and to him it seems merely a 
cat-and-dog fight, so he looks toward Washington and asks, out of a 
great frustration, “Why don’t you do something?” 

Young Henry Ford gets up at a meeting of manufacturers and 
calls the industrial unions necessary, saying they are a product of 
the mass production era; saying they grew right out of the masses 
of cars. He asks that the unions be helped to get real leadership, 
not racketeering leadership which feeds on “dues.” But on the 
same page is a printed ad saying we are face to face with socialism, 
communism and ruin. 

This time the citizen looks more angrily,:and with more con- 
fusion, toward Washington and cries again, “Do something.” 

And all the while there are those who like the sound of the 
citizen’s voice, and who are very pleased to see him not merely 
angry. but confused and wanting someone to do something for him. 

Out of such situations come the Huey Longs, the Mussolinis, the 
Hitlers, the “strong men” who come along inevitably when, finally, 
enough persons cry, out of futility, ‘Do something.”

A Man Grows Old; 
He Needs Security 


You may rant all you will against “socialism,” 
you may call social security laws paternalism, 
you may still resent some features of the “New 

Deal” of the early Roosevelt era, but no man with any heart within 
his-breast can do aught but approve any and every provision made 
to provide decent independence, plus security from want, for our 
fellows who have passed that age where they can work and live 
on their earnings. 

Decent men provide pleasant pasture for old horses. Decent men 
will see to it that old men and old women live in comfort and are 
free of worry over material things in their retirement. 

The thoughts are the results of a letter received this week from 
a man who has worked all his life and, a few days ago, aged 425 
laid down his tools for the last time and turned to a pleasant little 
home in the mountains of north Georgia. He built that home 24 
years ago, in anticipation of the day when he would work no longer. 

The man who wrote is M. G. Patterson. For the past seven 
years he has been an employe of the LeTourneau Company, of 
Toccoa, Ga. (This is not intended as free advertising. The com- 
pany just had to be identified, that is all.) 


: They called a special meeting of the entire 
Special Meeting force, in the cafeteria at the plant, on Dec. 
2 In addition to Mr. Patterson, four others were to be retired, 
the youngest 65. Everybody there paid tribute to the five old men, 
lined up before them all. 

And the company presented each with a check, the amount 
dependent on the length of service with the firm. Mr, Patterson 
received more than $1,200, for his seven years of work. One man 
got $1,600. These checks were not result of any employe-insurance 
scheme, they were a free gift from the company, gifts of apprecia- 
tion for faithful work. 

That was a Thursday. The following Saturday night there was 
a banquet in honor of the retiring five and each was given a 
plaque recording his service. 

Mr. Patterson, in writing me, inclosed also a copy of the speech 
he made at the banquet, chosen to speak for the five because he is 
the oldest. In his letter, and in his speech, he praises highly the 
conditions of work obtaining in the LeTourneau plant, 

I know nothing of conditions in that plant. 1 am totally ignorant 
of the relations between labor and management there. I don't 
know whether it is a union plant or an open shop. I have no idea 
about the rates of pay. (Mr. Patterson says the pay checks are 
“nice,” that they paid him more, at the start, than he received on 
his former job and that raises, all unasked, have come regularly.) 

I do know one thing, however. (I have family 
Helped Many connections at Toccoa and am more or less 
familiar with things and affairs in that area.) 

The establishment of the big LeTourneau plant there represented 
greater opportunity to hundreds of north Georgia people than any 
they had known before. It brought to them the chance to learn 
a good trade in the trade schools established by the company. Then 
it opened the door to employment at the good pay skilled machinists 
and other artisans can earn. And so, whatever its record with its 
working forces, it has proven a blessing, as Mr, Patterson writes, 
to that part of our state,

More than 800 employes at the LeTourneau 
Many Returning plant entered the armed services with the 
coming of war. Now they are coming back, in droves, seeking 
their old jobs and finding them. They have held their seniority 
rights throughout their service and some arg thus returning to 
higher pay than they got when they left. : 

And, to date, though all who wanted to return have been pro- 
vided with their jobs, only a few old men and a small number of 
young women, about ready to quit anyway, have been dismissed.

~« Government by Boards 
Trend Is Continuing 


Proposals to create constitutional highway, 
health and welfare boards will, if approved by 
the legislature this week and the people next November, give all 
major boards protection of the constitution. This will make many 
people happy. It will make many unhappy. Many will be happy be- 
cause they will feel that the reforms of the Arnall administration 
will be frozen into the state’s basic law, and that regardless of who 
may be Governor in the future, the chief departments of the state 
will function with a continuity of policy without fear of ousting 
and operation of rackets. It will make many unhappy because they 
fear the boards and bureaus, recognizing no boss, will make state 
government unwieldy, and will leave the Governor—good or bad— 
as a mere figurehead. 


Trend in state government has swung almost completely to the 
opposite peak from where it was in 1931, as State Auditor B. E. 
Thrasher Jr. points out today in a financial report comment. Be 
fore the days of Gov. Russell, there were innumerable boards and 
bureaus, with each branch of the University of Georgia System 
having its own board. The people cried out against government by 
bureaus, and a reorganization bill was passed. Later, Gov. Tal- 
madge tackled the powerful highway board and public service 
commission. Gov. Rivers battled the highway board. Then Gov. 
Arnall took all powers from the road board, making it purely 
advisory. Arnall ran on a platform of returning the government 
to the people from the dictatorship of Talmadge, however, and he 
has helped establish constitutional boards of regents, education, 
game and fish, pardons and paroles, corrections, veterans’ serv- 
ice, and merit system. 


Creation of constitutional boards can take much work off the 
Governor. They can have a continuity of policy that would save tax- 
payers money, and can, if they wish, provide more service in their 
field than one man trying to work all fields. As long as the Gov- 
ernor holds the purse strings, he has a certain amount of influence. 
How much influence this means depends upon who is Governor and 
who is on the board, The present Governor has told all constitu- 
tional boards to make their own decisions. We have seen one board 
soft-footing it into the Governor's office to learn his wishes on a 
matter before letting it be discussed in open meeting, and then 
fussing because his wishes didn’t coincide with theirs. We have 
seen another board publicly reject the Governor’s request, with- 
out any repercussion whatsoever. We have had a one-man gov- 
ernment in the past, which was bad. It grew out of resentment 
over too many bureaus. The next Governor may be just the opposite 
of the one-man type. It is growing out of resentment over the one- 


man government of a few years ago.

Arnall, who liked Speaker Harris’ plan for a constitutional road 
board similar to the board of regents, leaving financial controls in 
the hands of the Governor... Opposing groups agreed a constitu- 
tional road board should be offered, and details of its powers left to 
a new legislature in 1947... In closing minutes of final conference, 
Sen. Ralph Turner asked question foremost in minds of all—Will 
legislature lift the ban on Arnall serving another term? ... Arnall 
said all had agreed not to disturb conferences with this issue... 
that he would make his position clear Monday. ... Then that night, 
a group of Georgia veterans of World War I and II told Arnall that 
they had fought on foreign soil for freedom of ballot, and they 
want right to choose whomever they wish for Governor... and 
added that they want him to run again... The youthful wartime 
Governor, who twice was advised his talents could best be used 
on the home front when he thought of entering the armed forces, 
told the returning veterans he would be a good soldier and would 
serve in whatever capacity duty called, whenever it called... the 
call being up to the people and the legislature ...

FOR SOME TIME I have been 
trving get at the why and 


wherefore of this appalling situa- 
tion. and I am not sure but at last 
] have arrived at the real reason. 
Poets, or would-be poets, instead 
of spending some time in an ap- 
prenticeship of reading and care- 
fully studying the better poets, 
spend all their time poring over 
their own brain children, trying to 
improve them without so much as 
a glance into a textbook on how 
to write poetry, or familiarizing 
themselves with what it really 
takes to write a good poem.

THE WRITING of poetry is no 
casual. fly-by-night job. Simply 
because a would-be poet has access 
to a new typewriter by no means 
implies he can write poetry. Yet, 
just try and dissuade him, and you 
have made an enemy for life! 

To most beginners, I have al- 
wavs recommended the careful 
etudy of Louis Untermeyer’s 
“Forms of Poetry.” This brief text 
book tells simply, but in a very 
rewardink manner, what a poem 
{s, what it should include, how it 
should be written, and then goes 
on to portray almost every known 
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form a poem can take. There are 
other books on the _ subject of 
writing poetry, but this has 
ways seemed to me the most valu- 
able. Yet I venture to say very few 
poets to whom I have recommenda- 
ed this book, ever took the time to 
study it carefully, or even read it, 
brief as it is, from cover to cover. 
They are too anxious to get back 
to their own pitiful brain children, 
sure in their own minds that Un- 
termeyer can tell them really very 
little they already do not Know. 

The Saturday Evening Post re- 
ceives, in any given year, perhaps 
as many at 50,000 poems from 
every state, and many foreign 
countries. They publish abou. 20 
per month, or 240 per vear. I only 
wonder how the Post's editors are 
able, considering the yreat ava- 
lanche of poor poetry descending 
upon them daily, to select the 
wheat from the chaff! The editors 
of Harper’s Magazine perhaps re- 
ceive 10,000 poems a year. They 
publish not more than 40 per cent. 
Yet I venture to say they would 
publish more—as would the Post— 
if more good poems came their 
way. But somehow, not many good 
poems are being written. Would- 
be poets are so overly anxious to 
set their poems into the mails and 
in the hands of an editor, instead 
of working laboriously over them, 
and comparing them with the work 
of their superiors, that their work 
is necessarily of a very inferior 
quality.

It is safe to prophesy that hun- 
dreds of local bills will be passed, 
even though there will be only 
two weeks of this regular session. 
On the other hand, matters of 
statewide importance, which 
should receive careful considera- 
tion, probably will receive atten- 
tion from only a few leaders. 

Since this situation results from 
our existing laws, the general as- 
sembly members themselves are 
the only ones who can correct it. 

Often local affairs are urgent 
and need at‘ention, but under a 
better system many such matters 
could be handled just as well, if 
not better, by elected officials of 
- the various cities and counties. 


IF ALL PURELY local matters 
were handled by local officials 
and the legislature was thus freed 
to give its entire attention to larg- 
er affairs. we would have what is 
known as HOME RULE. 

The present constitution, § as 
voted bv this legislature and bv 
the people. requires the general 
assembly to set up a system that 
would provide limited home rule 
(“limited” to purely local mat- 
ters). It up to this session of 
the legislature to carry out this

Some legislators are inclined to 
cite the technical difficulties of 
drafting such legislation. ‘“Tech- 
nical difficulties are usually po- 
litical difficulties in uniform.” We 
are certain that the legal ability 
to draft such legislation is avail- 
able to members of the general 
assembly. If home rule legisla- 
tion 1s not passed, it will be, in 
the opinion of those who have 
closely followed the matter, be- 
cause most members of the gen- 
eral assembly prefer to keep al- 
most complete con‘rol of local af- 
fairs in their own hands, 


THE PRESENT system is un- 
democratic. It gives one man in 
the general assembly the power to 
block anv local legislation he does 
not want. It dangerous. It 
emphasizes local matters at the 
expense of statewide affairs. It 
also creates a system of buck-pass-. 
ing under which it is impossible 
for ciazens to know where to 
place responsibility for local gov- 
ernment. 

The future development of Geor- 
gia points to the need for limited 
home rule. The state constitution 
requires that it be set up. . It is 
incumbent upon the present leg- 
islature to do the job.

THE HOUSE RULES COMMIT- 
TEE is composed of 12 men, eight 
Democrats and four Republicans. 

No 
breath from the people in the form 
of young men with modern ideas 
penetrates its sacred precincts. 

It was set up aS a procedural 
committee. It is supposed to be 
sort of an administrative agency, 
to allocate bills already approved 
by regular legislative committees 
for consideration by the house, as 
to when they would come up,

BUT LONG AGO it took for it- 
self far more authority than that. 
It has become a super-legislative 
committee which can prevent a 
vote by the house on bills already 
carefully studied and approved by 
legislative committees.

PRINCETON, N. J.—The majority of Americans are opposed to 
letting into this country any greater number of European immigrants 


annually than were permitted to enter before the war. 


In fact, the 


public wants even less immigration. 


About one-third are willing to 
see as many European immigrants 
let in now as were let in before 
the war, while a few—five per 
cent—say they would favor allow- 
ing more to enter. But the major- 
ity want either fewer immigrants 
than before the war or none at all. 

If immigration 1s permitted the 
average American would like to 
have people from Scandinavia, 
Holland, Belgium and England in 
preference to other nationalities.

Poor 


Man's Pudding 


It’s funny how the memory of that poor man’s 


pudding has stayed with us all these years. 


With 


the possible exception of the Saturday Evening Post and Constitu- 
tion City Editor Lee Fuhrman, poor man’s pudding is undoubtedly 
Pennsylvania's greatest contemporary contribution to the world. Only 


the sad 
about it. 

We have spent years in futile 
quest for the recipe of that child- 
hood delicacy—longing to again 
taste its special Tuesday flavor 
and vet really reluctant to find it, 
reluctant in the way that you're 
always reluctant to have a reality 
fall short of a memory. Poor 
man’s pudding was so much a part 
'of our memories of Aunt Ger- 
'trude, an adopted aunt from Penn.- 
Svivania, that we never could be 
sure we were remembering the 
taste of her standard Tuesday des- 
| sert so much as we were remem-

| bering all the other good 
about her house. 


AUNT GERTRUDE lived near 
the grammar school we attended 
in the days before hot lunches and 
cafeterias became standard equip- 
ment for all public schools. She 
had no children of her own until 
later years, when she adopted a 
lively little brown-eyed orphan 
and she realized better than any- 
body else that a farm with a creek 
running through its pasture, a slid- 
able haystack back of the barn 
and a big, fragrant kitchen, simply 
begged for children. In the spring 
when we children used to sneak 
off the school ground to pick vio- 
lets in her lane—or, if it were fall, 
to pick up pine mast—Aunt Ger. 
trude would stick her head out the 
back door and ask us if we'd like 
to come in for a “cookie and a 
glass of milk.” We always laugh- 
ed at that “cookie” and with the 
thoughtless cruelty of children 
mimicked her way of saving it— 
in our south Alabama homes they 
are to this day called “tea cakes” 
—but we always accepted. 


It was not until we attained the 
rarefied atmosphere of the fourth 
grade, had had whooping cough 
and were weeping over “Little 
Women” and long-division that we 
really adopted or were adopted by 
Aunt Gertrude. She decided that 
we needed a hot lunch every day 
and told our parents so and it was 
finally arranged that for the sum 
of 20 cents a*day she would feed 
us on school days. Those meals 
were wonderful and we can re- 
member a lot of things about 
them, but better than anything 
else we have remembered that on 
Tuesday Aunt Gertrude ironed 
and made poor man’s pudding for 
dinner. She had to have a fire 
in the kitchen range all morning 
to heat her irons and it was plain 
logic that she make use of the 
oven at the same time. Poor man’s 
pudding was the delectable result. 


IT CAME TO THE TABLE after 
a meal of roast beef and potatoes 
—there were always potatoes— 
after the baked eggplant and cab- 
bage slaw with the sour cream 
dressing. It came to the table 
with a snowy napkin tucked 
around the blue enameled pan in 
which it was baked to make it a 
suitable serving dish for the table.

The pudding was always warm 
with a golden scum of cream 
across the top, delicately freckled 
with a sprinkling of nutmeg. Be- 
neath the scum there was more 
cream and rice that was soft with- 
out being mushy, and raisins ard 
sometimes hickory nuts. It’s hard 
to describe it without giving you 
the idea that it was ordinary rice 
pudding. And nothing could be 
farther from the truth. We had 
rice pudding at home sometimes— 
and it was an apologetic catch-all 
for left-over rice, flossed up with 
too many eggs and too much sugar 
and offered to us without much 
hope on wash-day or the dav Miss 
Lillie came to quilt. Aunt Ger- 
trude, being a Pennsylvanian, 
started out with the idea that rice 
was legitimately a dessert, instead 
of a vegetable, and therefore there 
was nothing accidental about its 
appearance in a pudding. She 
used a light hand in wielding the 
sugar scoop and no eggs at ali— 
for wasn’t it called poor man’s 
pudding?—but because she had 
four fine Jersey cows she poured 
in the milk and cream with a 
lavish hand. It simmered slowly 
way back in the oven until it 
was firm enough to be eaten with 
a spoon and a beautiful delicate 
brown on top. 


IN FACT the haunting memory 
of that Tuesday pudding was real- 
ly what gave us enough will pow- 
er to speak to Mrs. Wilson the 
other day. 

Mrs. Wilson is a new neighbor 
—-a white-haired little woman who 
sits by her window all day and 
looks unhappily out at her neigh- 
bors. We heard she was doubled 
up with arthritis and we guessed, 
with the foresight of the guilty, 
that our children were driving her 
crazy. We dreaded to meet her 
because we were operating under 
the frail hope that she might not 
be able to positively identify us as 
the parent of those noisy brats. 
But somebody said Mrs. Wilson 
was from Pennsylvania — some- 
where near Titusville. they 
thought, Titusville was Aunt Ger- 
trude’s girlhood home and there 
was Just a chance that she'd know 
about poor man’s pudding. 

We went to call and as soon as 
it was decent to bring it up we 
asked: 

“Why, bless you, yes!” cried 
Mrs. Wilson. “We're having poor 
man’s pudding for supper. You 
must stay and call those darling 
children over. There'll be plenty 
for all. I have 12 fine children of 
my own and now that they're all 
grown and gone away I still 
haven't got out of the habit of 
cooking for a log rolling’”’ 

We tried to protest politely but 
she wasn't fooled. There was poor 
man’s pudding enough for all and 
the children loved it. Only Mrs. 
Wilson puts almonds in hers in-

As chairman of legislation in 


Georgia Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, I call attention to the fact 


that Senate Bill 


No. 39 further 


regulating child labor in Georgia 


passed the Georgia senate in Feb- 


ruary, 1945, by a vote of 37 to 4, 
was voted favorably by the Indus- 
trial Relations Committee of the 
house, and, after three readings, 
was tabled in the house; was re- 
moved from the table on March 3, 
and is now ready for considera- 
tion by the house at the January 
session of the legislature, 

Under the present law, children 
of any age can work for unregu- 
lated periods of time, and for un- 
regulated conditions in drug 
stores, restaurants and picture 
shows, 
permitted to work in factories and 
laundries. The new law establish- 
es a 16-year minimum for employ- 
ment in mills, laundries, factories, 
manufacturing establishments and 
workshops, and a minimum of 14 
for other employment. Exemp- 
tions are employment in agricul- 
ture, domestic service in private

culture, domestic service in pri- 
'vate homes and employment by 
parents. There is a provision al- 
lowing newspaper boys to start 
work at 5 a.m. The present law 
prohibits night work for children 
under 16 years in only a few oc- 


hazardous occupations for children 
under 16 extending to elevators 
and motion picture machine oper- 
ators. There is no prohibition in 
the present law for children under 
16 working in hazardous jobs. 

The new law will permit re- 
quirements for minors from 14 to 
18 years with extended occupa- 
tional coverage. This law as pro- 
posed in Senate Bill No. 39, is be- 
ing sponsored by the Georgia Citi- 
zens Council and is endorsed by 
the commissioner of labor of Geor- 
gia, the Associated Industries of 
Georgia, Cotton Manufacturers of 
Georgia and other organizations. 
The regional director of the Con- 
gress of Industrial Organization 
and the president of Georgia Fed- 
eration of Labor are heartily in 
favor of it. It is hoped by many 
citizens that this pending bill will 
have an early passage, thus mak- 
ing Georgia comparable to the 
more progressive states in the na- 
tion.

Patrons of the Carnegie Library set an all-time record in demend- 
ing 1,182,365 services of the institution in 1945, and they were pro- 
vided despite the fact that facilities and staffs are so limited that 
Miss Nanny D. Hinton, librarian, is recommending a $3,300,000 expan- 


sion program in the postwar era. 

Miss Hinton yesterday released 
an annual report of activities for 
last year showing that 991,564 
books were circulated for home 
use. 30,313 people visited the ref- 
erence department, 21,245 made 
requests for information, 12,054 
sought information in telephone 
calls, 109,628 visited the periodical 
department, and another 17,561 
sought specific information from 


During the year 14,983 new 


members were added to the rolls | 


maintaining the ever increasing 
demands made for services. 


The postwar program for the 


library includes a $2,000,000 new | 


main library building modernly 
appointed and equipped, and 
three branches—a $40,000 branch 
for West End, a $50,000 branch 
for west side Negroes, and a $50,- 
000 new building for the over- 
inadequate Peach- 
tree branch. 
FOUR-POINT PROGRAM 

In addition to the physical] ad- 
ditions, the report also projects. 
a four-point program to improve 


services.

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Substitute Mother

What this woman did ina 
time of crisis has brought 


her a city’s lasting love. . 


N ROCKFORD, Ill., there is a small gray- 
haired woman of sixty who has a note- 
book, strangely marked. On the left-hand 
pages, pencilled in red, are short questions 
and statements: “Is he talking much? 
How is his appetite? We'll bring the pic- 
ture books.”’ And on the opposite pages, 
in black pencil: ‘““How is my dog? When 
will they come to see me? I like the 
mashed potatoes — not the spinach.” 
A name identifies each entry. There are 
hundreds of them, and they are a record of 
indirect communication between anxious 
parentsand stricken chil- 
dren. They are also a 
record of what the little, 
gray woman, Mrs. Wil- 
liam R. Fringer, did last 
summer to relieve the 
misery that was visited 
upon Rockford by a sud- 
den, brutal epidemic of 
infantile paralysis. 
The disease struck in 
July. In four months 
three hundred and 
ninety-five children were 
carried into hospitals. 
The townspeople, 
shocked into whirlwind 
action, gave abundantly of beds, cribs, 
blankets, automobiles and money. The 
National Foundation for Infantile Paraly- 
sis recruited nurses and skilled physical 
therapists, and advanced a quarter of a 
million dollars to help pay the bills. It was 
a spectacle of community character — of 
people rising together to save their kids. 


Burt with all its energy and generosity, 
there was one thing the community could 
not provide — until Mrs. Fringer came 
along. She knew that when a child ts sick 
and scared there is no medicine or service 
that comforts him so much as the feeling 
that his mother and father are watching 
over him. Nor is there any worry greater 
than that of a parent. Polio, however, de- 
manded their separation. The stricken 
children were isolated in the hospitals for 
at least two weeks. 

During the first week of the epidemic, 
Mrs. Fringer saw the unhappiness this 
was causing — and a way to attack it. She 
was the wife of a doctor. She had had long 
experience as a nurse and hospital super- 
intendent. She went to the Polio Emer-

gency Committee and proposed what she 
called a Service for Parents. She was asked 
to start the project at once. 

From then on, seven days a week, Mrs. 
Fringer worked as a liaison between the 
children in the hospitals and the parents 
outside — in short, as a substitute mother. 
Every morning at her desk she received 
personally a dozen mothers and fathers, 
half-crazed with anxiety, and talked by 
phone with sixty more. 

In her notebooks she wrote all their 
questions and messages. And in their next 
conversation, after she’d gone from bed 
to bed in the hospitals, she gave them the 
answers they were starved for. No medi- 
cal data -- that was the doctors’ business 
— but straight-from-the-shoulder  esti- 
mates of each child’s condition, and inti- 

mate, meaningful re- 
perts on how he looked 
and how he ate and what 
he wanted and what he 


said about the Teddy: 


bear. 


It was far more than 
the short “‘doing as well 
as can be expected,” 
that hard-pressed nurses 
had to say over the 


phone. And it made the . 


difference between hope 
and anguish. One mother 
wanted to know if her 
boy had been saying his 
prayers at night. Mrs. Fringer reported 
he had covered his face with his hands 
and whispered, “I forgot.’’ His mother 
beamed with delight. ‘‘He’s getting to be 
his old self again.” 

In six weeks, Mrs. Fringer relayed some 
twenty-five hundred messages, packed 
with comfort for kids and parents. 

In time, however, she saw them as 
something more. ““The relief from anxiety 
meant that the emotional energy of these 
people could be conserved and put into 
constructive work later on in cases of 
physical handicap.”’ 

Today Rockford’s epidemic is over. It 
was an experience her people will never 
forget. Thirty-seven of their children are 
gone. Others will be lame for years. Hun- 
dreds of parents will be haunted by their 
nightmares of fear. But equally unfor- 
gettable will be the simple humanity of 
Mrs. Fringer. In a day of frenzy and in 
the thick of a high-powered, efficiently- 
executed relief campaign, she had the 
vision to see the one thing that was miss- 
ing, the heart to realize its importance, and 
the courage to step in and supplv it.

Here’s a woman who is tops in an

{jew big cat crouched in a corner of the cave. His tail 
switched, and his emerald eyes glinted balefully in the 
half-light. All eight feet of him was wound up tight, ready 
to spring. 

He was a killer, and Smokey Emett, boss of the B-A Bar 
ranch, stepped softly as he moved in on the beast. Grace, 
his wife, watched tensely from the cave mouth, her rifle at 
the ready. 

At six feet, Smokey stopped and inched his gun to his 
shoulder, his eyes holding the lion’s in a hard, unwavering 
stare. The cave was silent. Then the lion leaped, snarling and 
spitting, his claws reaching for the man. Smokey squeezed 
the trigger, but there was no give. The gun was jammed... 

There isn’t a self-respecting, Grade B horse opera in 
Hollywood that would let a scene like this get its foot 
in the door. But unfortunately for Grace and Smokey 
Emett, of Central, Utah, the incident did happen — just this 
way and not so long ago. 

It is a prime example of the perils of hunting the Western 
mountain lion, or cougar, a mean-spirited citizen who can 
range 50 mules and rip the throats of $10,000 worth of sheep 
and cattle in a night. 


These performances give the ranchers large headaches 


‘which they are happy to unload on professional hunters like 


Grace and Smokey. The Emetts, in their 15 years of married 
life, have eased the situation by erasing some 500 lions, or 
$25,000 worth at prevailing bounty rates. 

Smokey, a sinewy, black-haired, bronze-skinned cattleman 
and trapper, got into this risky sideline quite logically, to 
hear him tell about it. ‘“‘When I started trapping,” he says, 
‘this territory was full of wild horses. The lions killed their 
colts. Then they killed one of mine. After that I became a 
lion hunter.”’ 


She Gets in Some Sharp Licks 


As For Grace, she just likes to tag along with Smokey. 
That’s not to say she doesn’t get her licks in. She’s as nice a 
rifle shot as you'lb find in all of Utah. She can knock Mr. 
Lincoln off a penny at 50 yards, and a lot of lions who didn’t 
believe it ended up as rugs. 

She’s a friendly redhead of 31, the mother of two, and she 
wades around her five-room, white ranch house knee-deep in 
housewifely chores between hunts. Last year she put up 1,000 
jars of fruit and vegetables. The youngsters, Bert, 13, and 
Margie, 11, make a 75-mile round trip to the nearest school 
every day and that leaves Mother free to go out stalking lions 
when the occasion arises. 

It arises fairly often. “There are two types of lion,” says 
smokey. ““The regular lion, who hunts for his food, and the 
big Tom, who kills for the love of killing. This type charges 
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stock herds, breaks the animals’ necks, takes a bite. of flesh, 
and goes on killing.’”’ Both kinds are dangerous, both kinds 
must be wiped out. 

The hunt, however, takes a lot.of doing. You meander on 
horseback over the rough Utah-Nevada border country, rid- 
ing out 45 miles a day every day until you cross a trail. After 
your bloodhounds have picked up the scent, it’s generally 
a matter of hours until the quarry is treed or surrounded, 
and shot. 

This method has paid off so many times that the 
Emetts can guarantee a kill to the amateur sportsmen 
they take along with them once every three months. 
If the visitor doesn’t bag a lion in 10 days, the Emetts pay 
for the party until he does. 

This doesn’t happen very often. For not many of America’s 
15,000,000 sportsmen can take lion 
hunting in their stride. 

Those who can have generally 
worked out on bear and other big game 
before heading west to take the Emetts’ 
post-graduate course. 

Any weather is lion-hunting weather, 
although the hounds catch the scent 
better on damp days, and daylight is 
better than darkness. The big cats oper- 
ate at night and often can be caught 
snoozing off a feast when the sun 1s up. 

Veteran hunters know they can count 
on their hounds and on their fleet, 
brainy ponies, but not on the lion. He’s always unpredictable 
Smokey's best advice 1s, ‘““Never forget you’re dealing with 
a wild animal.”’ 

The lion that jumped Smokey is an example. 

The hunt for him began in routine fashion last September 
Grace was in the kitchen whipping up some Johnny-cake 
batter for breakfast when Smokey strode in, white-lipped. 
“A lion got to the cows last night,’ he snapped

HO is the most successful man in 
WW your community? Is he the rich- 
est man? The most powerful man? 
The man with the highest social posi- 
tion? 

Answer the question for yourself, 
then check it against the findings of 
two years of research by Professor 
Mandel Sherman in the psychology 
laboratories of the University of Chi- 
cago. Professor Sherman’s findings 
rudely explode our smug beliefs and 
acceptances in the past. They shatter 
the most widely accepted American 
notion of success the Horatio Alger 
idea. 

“The trouble with success as we 
know it is that we have entangled it 
with superiority,’’ Professor Sherman 
declares. ““To be successful, a man 
must be superior to others in riches, 
in power, in social position. This auto- 
‘matically restricts success to a few. 


It means that the majority of people 

simply because they do not demon- 
strate superiority — must look upon 
themselves as mediocrities or failures. 
Inability to accept failure, in this 
sense, causes half our acute cases 
of unhappiness —- our personality 
breakdowns.”’ 

If this seems like a good deal to 
digest at one gulp, let’s follow it 


through from the beginning. Professor 
Sherman's laboratory experiments 
dealt largely with frustration. How 
much of this thwarting can human 
beings stand? Pavlov, the Russian 
scientist, laid the groundwork by in- 
vestigating frustration in dogs. Har- 
vard University scientists made simi- 
lar studies on rats. The University of 
Chicago studied people.

Frustration was measured by such 
scientific devices as the electro- 
encephalograph, popularly known as 
the “‘brain-wave machine,” and the 


photopolygraph, which records chang- 
es in blood pressure, heart rate, sweat- 
ing and hand tremors. 

It was found that success was the 
greatest conflict factor. Lack of success 
caused the greatest feeling of defeat. 


That could be demonstrated by 
devices as simple as the quiz programs 
we hear on the radio. Ask a person, 
“What is the fourth dimension?” 
and you get no frustration reaction 
at all. He doesn’t think he ought to 
know the answer and consequently 
doesn't consider himself a failure. 

But ask him, ““What is the capital 
of Illinois?’’ and, if he cannot answer, 
he shows considerable frustration. He 
feels he ought to know that, considers 
himself a failure if he doesn’t. 


We Appiaud ‘‘Champions‘’’ 
Tue kick we get out of the quiz fad, 
Professor Sherman feels, stems from 
the superiority — or success — we 
can demonstrate by answering the 
questions. That’s why some of the 
radio quizzes are so nauseatingly sim- 
ple. They give us success in huge 
portions. 

The American inclination for inter- 
twining superiority with success is 
illustrated, somewhat ridiculously, in 
the number of “‘champions” we pro- 
duce. We have at one time or another 
acclaimed champion beer drinkers, 
oyster eaters, flag-pole sitters, hog- 
callers. Almost anything at all no mat- 
ter how inane, will make you a cham- 
pion a success-—so long as you 
can demonstrate superiority.

In place of this dismal view of success, Professor 
Sherman would give us a new definition based upon 
the real and not competitive success of human beings. 
To be a success, as Professor Sherman sees it, three 
qualities are required: 


1. You must be inwardly stimulated, from your 
own love of doing and creating, to achieve the maxi- 
mum of which you are capable in your chosen field. 


2. You must not be upset emotionally by the com- 
petition from others. Your success as a person has 
no relation to the success or failure of anyone else. 


3. Your interest in what you are doing must stem, 
in equal measure, from the value of your work to 
society and its personal value to you. 


Available to All 


IN THE light of this definition, success 1s not restricted 
to the few who demonstrate superiority. It is avail- 
able to one and all, like the free air. Success becomes 
a personal thing, like a man’s inner contentment or 
the love he can give to his family. In this the million- 
aire steel magnate may be outshone by his lowliest 
puddeller . 

The man at the top of the competitive mountain 
is not necessarily a success. Superior he most defi- 
nitely is, but he may not always be successful. Take 
him apart psychologically, as Professor Sherman has 
done in his laboratory, and you often find a hard- 
driving machine who works from an inner compulsion 
or necessity rather than joy. He constantly dreads 
he may lose what he has amassed and his pile 
of money doesn’t bring him a whit of happiness. 

Let’s look at three successful men Professor Sher- 
man selected : 

Mr. A ts a man of executive ability, a “natural 
born leader.’’ He has realized this capability by be- 
coming the president of a manufacturing company. 
Friends hear him remark, “‘My work is really play. 
I love it.”” He produces as much as he can, sells it at 
a fair price, treats his workers well. When his general 
manager frets about the competition, he says, ““We 
don't want the entire pie. We just want one slice of it.”’ 


His Job is Vital 


Mk. B is another type of success. Intellect its his 
strong point. He has made the most of it by becoming 
a college instructor. His work gives him continuing 
pleasure and his $3,000-a-year income makes him, 
in his own terms, a rich man. His house and the garden 
in which he putters spell contentment for him. His 
library is full of books. He loves his family, loves 
people in general, loves life. 

Mr. C is also a success. He is a sewer digger. Many 
sewer diggers consider themselves failures, but not 
Mr. C. He has a flock of friends, a good sense of 
humor, a wife who values the warm sparkle in his 
eyes more than large figures on a paycheck. No giant 
intellect, Mr. C is doing the best he can do. Far from 
being grieved at his status, he takes pride in 
being a darned good sewer digger. Instead of 
considering himself a failure he takes pride that 
his digging is a vital part of public health. 

We could be a nation of. happier people if we es- 
poused this view of success, Professor Sherman 
beheves. 

Think again of your community, By this new defi- 
nition, who is the most successful man in your town? 
By this definition, how successful are you? The End

Food For Conversation 


BY CLEMENTINE PADDLEFORD 


Add a note of spring 
to your meals with 


a festive fruit salad 


RING an early spring to the 
B table. Present a festive fruit 
salad as the dinner’s introduction 
or the dinner’s ending. A few subtle 
touches in the arrangement of the 
fruit — a picture plate — yet no 
fussed-over look. It’s mighty hard, 
you know, to improve on nature 


STAR the comice pear. Peel, split, 
core the fruit and fill the cavity 
with cream cheese softened slight- 
ly with mayonnaise. Reassemble 
in pear shape, rest on watercress 
and surround with the golden glow 
of orange sections in a sunburst 
pattern. Jewel with a_ cherry. 
Stand back and admire. 


THE GOLDEN PERSIMMON takes 
kindly to stuffing. Peel the fruit 
from the base up halfway to the 
top. Dig in from the stem end 
and remove core and seeds. Fill 
the cavity with diced pear and 
halved grapes. Rest the fruit on 
lettuce, tip end down, filled end 
up — all gay as April. 

The persimmon again. Chill the 
fruit thoroughly, then, with sharp- 
pointed knife, cut through the 
skin to make five sections, care- 
fully turning each back like the 
petal of a flower. Out with the 
core, in with cream cheese and 
top with cranberry jelly. Serve 
on crisp chicory with a French 
fruit dressing. 


GRILLED FRUIT salad offers a 
warm spot of cheer as a main 
course for luncheon. Remove the 
core of half a grapefruit. Loosen 
the seotions but do not disturb. 
Fill the center with orange sec- 
tions, end up and match sticks of 
apple. Drizzle over one table- 
spoon of honey and gnill under a 
low flame 20 minutes, until lightly 


browned. Serve on a dinner plate 
with a heart of crisp lettuce and 
three little salted-nut sandwiches. 


FRUIT COCKTAIL salad rides the 
crest of favor as an aliternoon 
party bite. Fill a low sherbet glass 
with a fresh-fruit mixture, a wisp 
of mint for a plume and center 
this on the plate. Ring around 
three assorted sandwiches, of 
white bread, nut bread, brown 
bread, add a crisp heart of celery, 
a curl of tender lettuce, a little 
square of cream cheese, or a pat 
of cottage cheese 


FRUIT-SALAD BOWLS for buffet 
doings can look very elegant if 
each fruit is kept to itself and not 
a hodgepodge, tossed a.la tumble. 
Begin the bowl! formation by ar- 
ranging at one side, washed, dried, 
chilled leaves of lettuce. Now with 
deft touch, stand pear sections 
on end, next to the greenery. 
Line up grapefruit and orange sec- 
tions, end up, next to the pear. 
Place apple sticks, the peel left 
on, shoulder to shoulder with the 
citrus. Yes, let the fruit pieces 
stand one on the other to fill the 
bowl high. Last in is the lovely 
green avocado, cut in slim slices 
But if this is too expensive or un- 
available, skip the idea. Next 
wash little clusters of grapes, tuck 
these between lettuce and bowl, 
over all a generous sprinkling of 
pecan or English walnut meat 
halves. Serve it yourself, a curl of 
lettuce, then a bit of each fruit. 
Pass a French fruit-juice dressing 
for the hily’s-gilding. 


BANANAS are getting back. Here's 
a salad returnee you haven't had 
since the war. Wash grapes and 
let dry. Dip in slightly-beaten egg 
white, now dunk in sugar. Chill 
until just before the last minute 
assembly. Place small clusters of 
grapes at one side of the plate, 
arrange around these slices of 
banana in a half circle. Garnish 
with watercress and serve with a 
section of lime.

Four Cigarettes 


A True Story by ARTHUR GORDON 


These soldiers laid a 
trap and waited. What 
happened gave them a 


new idea of France .. 


HIS anecdote is not easy to re- 
port because even now, several 
months afterward, I am ashamed of 
my part in it and get quite hot with 
embarrassment thinking about it. 
It serves, however, to illustrate 
a point that many of us have a 
tendency to forget: that despite her 
years of national humiliation and 
her current political confusion, 
France is a great, proud nation. For 
the thing that makes a nation great 
is the spirit of its people. 

The war in Europe had been over 
for three weeks when three of us de- 
cided to fly down to Cannes and 
spend a week at the Air Forces’ 
hotel in the Riviera rest area. 

We'd heard it was quite a setup. 
It was. For a dollar a day we had 
our meals and a magnificent suite 
of rooms facing the bay. The food 
was fine, movies were free, the 
weather was superb and brandy was 
handy. We even acquired a liberated 
German automobile. 


We Don’t Salute 


SALUTING wasn’t required. Regu- 
lations concerning uniforms did not 
exist, and military discipline was at 
a minimum. 

We relaxed, all right. Why not? 
We'd won the war, hadn’t we? The 
fact that French civilians still had 
little to eat, that French urchins 
fought in the street over American 
cigarette butts did not interfere un- 
duly with our enjoyment. We in- 
vited girls to the Army mess, affec- 
tionately labeling them ‘‘chow- 
hounds.”” We tossed gum to the 
children. lt was al) very gay. 

One evening before dinner we sat 


in the late sunshine on the terrace 
in front of the hotel, watching the 
world go by. Sitting there, we no- 
ticed under our table four perfectly 
clean, fresh American cigarettes that 
someone had spilled by accident. 
One of us suggested idly that we 
plant them on the sidewalk. 

It was a typical bit of American 
foolishness, more thoughtless than 
cruel. Good cigarettes were a fabu- 
lous luxury to Frenchmen, and had 
considerable monetary value. _ I! 
don't know what the others expect- 
ed. For my part, I anticipated an 
amusing scramble among the ragged 
teen-agers who constantly passed by. 

I couldn't have been more wrong. 


Cigarettes Stop Her 


A Girt came down the street. She 
was not particularly pretty, but had 
that indefinable French chic. She 
saw the cigarettes on the curb and 
stopped just in front of us. For a 
moment she didn’t move. 

Then, deliberately. she placed 
her wooden-soled sandal on the 
first cigarette and ground it into 
bits. Without hurrying, she did the 
same to the other three. 

When all were shredded, she 
turned and looked at us with as 
savage and superb a stare as I have 
ever had the musfortune to face. 
We glanced away, at our shoes, up 
in the air, anywhere. Finally she 
went on her way down the street 
— her street. 

We looked at one another. We 
had asked for it; we had got it. We 
went in to dinner, finally. That 
night the wine tasted flat. 


So I tell the story as a kind of © 


penance. Perhaps some of my Ameri- 
can fnends who are so impatiently 
critical of France these days will 
read it. And if, mademoiselle, you 
should see it in print, accept, se 
rous prie, humble apologies from 
three American soldiers — and our 
deep, abiding admiration.
